OLD -"HALL TO BE SOLD. 


X^uenby Hall, In Leicestershire, one of 


the few perfect specimens of old Jaco- 
bean architecture In the kingdom, with 
the estate of 2030 acres on which it 
stands. Is to be put up for auction by 
order o£ Lady Henry Grosvenor at Messrs. 
Knight, Frank & Barley's room, in Han- 
over square, on February 25. 


All through its history the character of 


the mansion, both interior and exterior, 
never has been altered. Never at any 
period, from 1610, when the building -was 
begun, up to the present dry, have any 
so-called "modern" imporvementa been 
introduced, except, perhaps, in the mat- 
ter of sanitation, introduction of bath- 
rooms, electric light, and so forth. But 
otherwise nothing, not even to the ex- 
tent of dispalcing; a leaden pane. 


Quenby Hall belongs to the time when 


the classic influence was gaining a strong 
hold In England. It is an H-ahaped house, 
of three stories, and a flat leaded roof, its 
plainness relieved by an intermixture of 
stone and brick, and by the free use or 
bay -windows rising from ground to para- 
pet. 


Quenby Hall remained from Its erection 


lilt the end of the eighteenth century in 
possession of the ancient family of Ash- 
by, though it -was on the lands of Quenby 
that the old Convent of St. Mary de Pratig 
was founded In, the early twelfth century. 


IN NATURAL PARK. 


The hall is approached by a long drive 


through a natural park of about 170 acres, 
end from its -windows there is an unintei - 
rupted view of beautiful country. In the 
stately reception-room is an old massive 
oak carved and arched screen and a grand 
old stone chimney-piece. The living room 
la all oak panelled. The tapestry bedroom, 
the gray bedroom, th* saloon, or "great" 
chamber—In fact, nearly every room In 
the mansion possesses something of ar- 
tistic or historic Interest. It IS full ot 
valuable old furniture 
and tapestries, 


which may b« sold with the house. 


The gardens are well kept, the stabling 


is ample and there ara a, number of farm.i 
on the estate, -which brln^ in good annual 
rentals. 


Quenby ts a favorite meet of tho Quora 


hounds, and is also a center for the Cot- 
tesmore, Mr. Fernie's and the 
Dolvolr 


hounds, which provide hunting six days 
a •wroek. The noted '^Bulcsdon Coploy" 
Hill, known as "The Dales" is upon this 
estate, and forms a portion of the well- 
hales."

a letter to one of the papers protesting 
against some ot the writer's statements 
and declaring- that the writer had seen 
fit to hide his identity under a nom de 
plume for fear ot social ostracism. 


From that day the success of the book 
was assured and just now Roman so- 
ciety is not 
+he subject of much envy 


on the part of those who. In former days, 
looked at it as a world of gaiety and 
pleasure.

Take only as much rest as you require. 
Never let 


yourself drop back Into enervating laziness, which Is 
fatal. 


Notice how a healthy young girl stands, with both 


heels together and shoulders back, her spine straight 
and whole body well poised. 


The natural tendency of a woman when Bitting at 


a. table, desiring to g-et closer to her work or to read. Is 
to bend the back bone until th« body, from th« hips 
to the neck, resemble a half circle. 
This position Is 


Injurious to the spine and all the Internal organs, while 
keeping- tho shoulders and head erect and bending for- 
ward from th« hip Joints !s befleaclal to th« health. 


The backbone holds the "channel of life," the spinal 


cord. 
To It are secured the ribs that project over 


vital organ* and It Is made up of many Joints, and Is 
•o pliable that w« may bend back and forward or twist 
from glde to ride with It. 


However, It was not Intended as a support In stoop- 


Ing- down or leaning over. That task should fall upon 
the hip joints. They are equipped with all the proper 
hinges for that purpose.

To Keep Waist Slin>. 


American women wonder why their waists thicken. 


I have had numerous letters asking for the solution 
of that condition and I can safely say It is caused by 
Insufficient use of the hip muscles. Too much reclining 
and relaxation and not enough bending. 


Every woman should bend down to the floor fifty 


times a day, keeping her knees stlft and reaching for 
something. 
Such action will limber up all Joints and 


keep them youthful. 


It 1» never too late to begin bending from the hips. 


It may be difficult at first, If the lat hkk accumulated 
around the waist line, but It Is only a Question of a 
«W %*f»' perseverance In the exercise when the body 
wlU bend and a rounded back and shoulders will be- 
come straight again. 


It Is no Idle saying that the proper urre of the hip 


Joints will retain * youthful figure. When working at 
» typewriter, washing at a tub, culling beautiful flowers, 
or picking up things, always bend the body from the 
hips.

When a girl begins to stoop, start treatment right 


away. 
Curtail the "Bitting hours," make the girl go 


In for games and musical drill and physical exercises 
under a good teacher. 
Teach her breathing exercises. 


Make her take long, deep breaths with the mouth shut, 
Ihe shoulders braced, and the .arms hanging for five 
minutes two or three times a day. Teach her to hold, 
herself properly, to walk erect, and see that her cloth- 
Ing Is Always loose and well fitting. 


A great cause of 111 health in school girls may be 


counteracted by ordinary common sense measures rather 
than by medical knowledge. 


When children are growing too fast and begin to 


lean forward put a brace on their backs to hold the 
shoulders back, give them salt baths and rub their 
little back strongly, and compel them to eat plenty of 
baked potatoes and oatmeal, for these both have the 
quality for strengthening the bones.

Chunking Province Proves Dis- 


appointment to Busi- 


ness Men. 


(By Consul E. Carteton Baker.) 


The commerce of Chungking in 1811 
was 
extremely 
disappointing. 
The 


outlook at the beginning ol the year 
was hopeful, money was plentiful and 
nn excellent rice crop was expected. 
Political disturbances in the autumn, 
however, caused a serious financial 
panic, paralyzed industry, and brought 
trade to a standstill. This district was 
adversely affected not only by the 
general 
revolution 
which 
spread 


throughout the empire, but by a local 
agitation, which started several months 
earlier against the central govern- 
ment because it attempted to take 
over the ownership and management 
of railways in Kzechwan Province, 
•""hicli ^vere heretofore private. 
The 
unrest 
caused 
by this 
movement 
.against railway nationalization be- 
came so great that general trade at 
Chengtu, the capital of this Province, 
actually stopped in the month of Au- 
qrust, and by the middle of September 
nearly all the cities and towns in the 
western and northwestern part of the 
Province were closed to trade. 
The revolution, wliich started the 


second week in October at Wuchang, 
the capital of Hupeh, quickly spread 
in all directions. In a very short time 
Szechwan Province was thrown into 
a state of confusion and the Govern- 
ment became thoroughly disorganized. 
Roving bands of desperadoes terror- 
ized the entire Province. 
That trade should languish under 


these conditions is not at all surpris- 
ing. 
The productive power of the 


Province was greatly reduced, 
for 


thousands of artisans and agricultural 
laborers became soldiers or robbers. 


The unsafe condition of the roads 
caused a suspension of traffic, and 
many farmers and other producers j 
were left with large unsold stockSi on 
iheir hands. Being unable to realize 
money on their crops, their purchas- 
ing power was greatly reduced and 
this caused a stagnation' of trade at 
the various distributing centers. 
These general conditions of trade, 


together with the" enormous military 
expenditure, naturally had an adverse 
influence 
upon the money market. 


Many merchants had bought goods on 
credit and being unable to sell, were 
obliged to pay a. heavy interest. The 
banks, fearing a panic, hastened It 
greatly by recalling their loans, while 
depositors withdrew their savings for

The natural curiosity of man impels him to explore that deep 


and mysterious world beneath the ocean waves, a world teeming 
with strange life in a multitude of forms. A knowledge of the 
denizens of this netherworld and the character of their adapta- 
tions is full of interest. 
The history of precious coral and beautiful pearls cannot fail 


of. holding the attention of the dullest mind. 


Brilliant colors are seen in sea life as well as in land life. 


Gorgeously-colored fishes that outrival the hues and stripes of 
the most beautiful Parisian silks are found in all tropical waters. 


Eyeless creatures are found in the deep, sunless caves of the 


earth and similarly eyeless creatures are found in the abysses of 
the ocean where daylight is unknown. But nature suits "animal 
life to its environments. 


Zones of life in the sea depend in a great measure upon their 


depth below sea level. 


Through the researches of scientists sent out by various na- 


tions to make investigations in the deep seas our knowledge of 
life in this lower world has been greatly enriched. 


At the present day we have become acquainted with more than 


a thousand species of fishes which permanently inhabit these 
regions and darkness. 


Deep-sea life is of special interest because its conditions are 


peculiar. The temperature is low, the daylight absent, the pressure 
enormous and no vegetable life exists except bacteria. 


Below 1000 feet a uniform temperature just above the freezing 


point prevails. At a depth so great that the pressure forces water 
through the pores of cast steel, live delicate fishes, some of which 
are so perfectly transparent that every detail of their slender 
vertebrae and internal organs can be seen. 


When these fishes are brought to the surface so fragile are 


their bones and muscles and so lacking in cohesiveness that a 
gust of air or mere breath is sufficient to shatter them into pieces. 
If brought up quickly some of the fishes are found with protrud- 
ing eyes and exploded bodies on account of the sudden change of 
pressure. 


PRESSURE ENORMOUS. 


The explanation is that in this lower world, where the pres- 


sure is from 1000 to 6000 pounds to the square inch, the enormous 
force exerted in all directions serves to keep their bodies per- 
fectly solid and coherent. 


Just north of New Zealand, where a depth of 30,000 feet has 


been plumbed, there is an abundance of sea life on the floor of 
the ocean, although of a low order. 


Most 'Varied in form and hideous in appearance are many of 


the deep-sea fishes. Some are reptile like. Many have mouths 
filled with long, sharp teeth. One species has teeth that fold in-" 
ward as though on hinges. Some have horns two or three inches 
long decorated with showy tassels. A certain species has large 
jaws, which 'can open so as to stand at right angles to each other. 


A .number of these fishes have brutal-looking faces and 


stomachs like big sacks, signifying their gluttonous natures. 


In this deep submarine world the fishes have special endow- 


ments to better suit them to the prevailing conditions. 


To make amends for the absence of daylight a majority of 


them have in a high degree the power of manufacturing light. 
They carry their own installations and are able to light up and 
put out at will the incandescent lamps situated on their heads and 
bodies. 


The different species possessing this system of self-illumina- 


tion have the tiny lamps differently arranged. In one species the 
little lanterns are imbedded in a row of large scales running along 
the sides ofi their bodies like the port-holes in a ship. In another 
species they are banked in two tiers along both sides of their' 
bodies like rows of convex lenses. In still another "species the 
whole epidermis seems to be a phosphorescent overcoat. 


Other species have fantastic tail and head light, either for the 


purpose of luring their prey or frightening their enemies. All of 
these deep-sea dwellers are carnivorous.

The colors ofi nearly all deep-sea life are sombre, ranging from 


black to gray. 


In addition to preying upon each other, the deep-sea animals 


secure a considerable amount of their food from the debris of ani— 
mals/and plants which is continually.falling down from the waters 
above like snowflakes from the sky. • 


Sometimes a strange substance of a waxy consistency and 


gray color with yellow, or reddish striae is found floating on the 
ocean. This is ambergris, a morbid secretion formed in some sperm 
whales which 'are in a 'sickly condition. It has a slight odor of 
musk, due to the cuttlefish, which is the favorite food of these 
whales. 


Ambergris is of great value in the manufacture of perfumes, 


which it strongly reinforces. From time to time pieces varying 
from a few ounces to 200 pounds are found washed up on the 
shores. Some four years ago one lump of this valuable material 
was found washed up on the Alameda shore and a few days after- 
ward another lump on the Berkeley shore of San Francisco bay. 
Each of these lumps weighed several pounds. When we remem- 
ber 'that the current market price of ambergris is $30 per ounce, 
a person finding a large piece may be considered fortunate.

Beggars' Union 
Organized; Reaps Profit 


FOR GUILD AND BOSS 


AN FRANCISCO, Feb. I—A 
beggars' guild or union is the 
latest of San fwncisco's in- 
stitutions. 
The mendicants 


of this city have organized 
and formed a bund with a 
boss, leader or walking dele- 
gate fo manage their affairs 
and take toll from the fruits 
of their industry. In some 
quarters of the city the police- 


••IMIIIBIIBIB 
men collect a license fee of 


fifty cents a day from each of the "hard-luck strik- 
ers" operating on their beats. 


Not long ago one of! the mendicants operating in 


front of a leading hotej applied to the house detect- 
ive for a loan of fifty cents. He said the cop on the 
beat would not milow him to work the street unless 
he came through with the regulation tip. "I've got 
to pay him in advance every night, or he will shoo 
me off or run me in," said the peddler of distress. 


Then he told a queer story of the organization to 


which he belonged. He said the beggars all owed 
allegiance to one man who allotted each man his sta- 
tion and the hours he should spend on duty. No beg- 
gar was allowed to interfere with any other beggar 
or work anywhere outside the bounds fixed by the 
boss of the bund. The boss arranged the amount of 
the fee the patrolmen were to receive. 


All the money taken in is turned into the boss ev- 


ery day, and after the boss deducts his commission 
as manager of the mendicants' guild, the balance is 
divided among the workers. Any beggar who defied 
the boss is harried by the police and boycotted by 
the fraternity. 


The house detective advanced the fifty cents, and 


noted that the mendicant remained on his job. He 
faithfully repaid the loan. 
Oysters Are TaKing Anti-Fat 


Has our glorious climate gone back on the oyster? 


Or has the oyster discovered that keeping thin is 
the only way to protect himself from being skinned 
and eaten alive? 


All the oyster men are complaining that the 


oysters transplanted in the bay are so poor and thin 
that they are unfit to be eaten. The same condition 
prevails all up and down the Pacific Coast. In con- 
sequence the fresh oysters served at hotels and res- 
taurants are shipped from the east in cans or frozen 
in the shell. The oyster men are at a loss to ex- 
plain why the bivalves in the local beds are so thin 
as to be uneatable. 
They suspect the oysters are 


banting just to spite the men who breed and eat 
them. Either they don't eat at all or'are feeding 
on breakfast food or some anti-fat compound which 
makes them thin, tough and leathery. 


For many years the eastern oysters transplanted 


and brought to maturity ongthe Pacific Coast were 
the most delicious bivalves to be found anywhere, 
but of late they are not sustaining their reputation. 
The cause is unknown. Some of the oyster men are 
getting spawn from the Gulf Coast in the hope that 
the oysters bred in the waters of the Gulf will take 
on fat better than those brought from Chesapeake 
Bay, Long Island Sound or Cape Cod. But so far 
their hopes have not been realized. 


Experts say the condition will be ephemeral. They 


say that every oyster breeding region has lean and 
fat periods. Periodically there are times, lasting 
from three to five years, when the oysters grow at- 
tenuated and tasteless from causes which have not 
yet been ascertained. 


Some oyster men resort to the process of "water- 


fattening" to make their bivalves look fat and 
plump during the lean periods, but this process 
merely deceives the eye. In reality it deteriorates 
the oyster and is condemned by epicures. A few 
years ago oysters all along the Atlantic Coast were 
thin, watery and tasteless. Now they arc fat and 
succulent, while the Pacific Coast bivalve is taking 
his turn at mocking the appetite. When the lean 
period passes, the oysters, are of superior size and 
excellence because they gain a growth they would 
not be allowed to gain otherwise. 
Harmony in San Francisco 


A fine example has just been given of the har- 


mony that prevails in this city. The attempt to 
give the control of the harbor front has met with 
an inglorious defeat. 


As I pointed out on a previous occasion, the San 


Francisco delegation would not Cartel np for thf city 
in the matter of the waterfront. A majority of the 
Senators and Assemblymen from this city are servi- 
tors of the State machine rather than representa- 
tives of the people who elected them. Who is to 
blame? The voters who sent Tom Finn and his as- 
sociates lo Sacramentp, knowing they were simply 


followers of the pie-wagon. The San Francisco del- I 
egation is a bread-line, and that is all there is to it. 
What can you expect with a band of hungry hoboe^ 
riding in the band-wagon and Happy Hooligcxn driv- 
ing? 


After palavering for weeks with the Chamber of 


Commerce, Assemblyman Milton L. Schmitt, framed 
a bill ceding the San Francisco waterfront to the 
city. He introduced it, and the Chamber o£ Com- 
merce framed another bill, a compromise, and sens 
it to Sacramento by Secretary T. Carey Friedlander, 
who gave Schmitt the overlook and handed hi? bill 
to Assemblyman Ryan to introduce. Ryan belongs 
to the Finn push. 


There's team-work for you. 
After consulting with Tom Finn and Al McCabe, 


Ryan decided not to father the bill prepared by the 
Chamber of Commerce, and Schmitt got mad and 
threatened to walk out in a body because he had 
been virtually repudiated by the Commuters' Club 
which styles itself the Chamber of Commerce of 
San Francisco. 


So we are having harmony like Paddy beat the 


drum—like h—11. The women are parading up and 
down crying, "all's well that ends Weller," while 
Dr. Clampett added to the gaiety of the situation 
by roasting Dr. Aked—a performance, by the way, 
which has given more genuine satisfaction than 
anything that has occurred lately. 


Com. WalKer and the Continental 


Marshall Black is on his way to the penitentiary 


and Commissioner Walker has not yet got his hands 
on the books and assets of the Continental Building 
and Loan Association. The plans of mice and men 
gang aft aglee. 


Walker is in a ridiculous plight. Assisted by a 


band of Sheriff Eggers' strong-armed deputies, he 
broke into the Continental's offices and cracked the 
safe. Not so much as a postage stamp was found, 
and the Commissioner has been running around 
asking different persons to tell him where he can 
find the missing books and assets. Gavin McNab 
knows, but he won't tell. Walker asked him for the 
keys to the Continental's offices and vault, but Mc- 
Nab discourteously replied that he was not giving 
aid to burglars. 


Walker may decide to advertise for the missing 


books and assets. There does not appear to be any- 
thing else for him to do. In the meantime his friend 
Black has pleaded guilty and Sheriff Eggers has 
been sued for $50,000 damages. 


The Continental is not doing any business with 


the public. Its officers have been liquidating the 
concern for more than a year, and it owes nothing 
to anybody save its stockholders, 95 per cent of 
whom are opposed to the Building and Loan Com- 
missioner taking charge. The persons chiefly in- 
terested are satisfied with the way the liquidation 
is being conducted, therefore it is difficult to see 
whom Commissioner Walker is trying to protect. 
Possibly he is trying to protect some henchmen of 
the State machine from starvation. 
Who TalKed Too Much ? 


The local hotels were filled this week with dele- 


gates, both lay and clerical, coming to-the annual 
convention of the diocese of California of; the Epis- 
copal Church. In the lobbies there has been much 
conversation in connection with the radical moves 
made by each church body, but I have not seen any- 
thing in the papers, nor has a whisper gone forth 
of several interesting things that occurred which 
are worth repeating. The house of church women 
held its session at the Fairmont Hotel and Mary 
Ashe Miller, a local newspaper woman, was asked 
by Mrs. George H. Kellogg, the president who lives 
in Berkeley, to make an address at one of the meet- 
ings. Miss Miller reminded her that she was a jour- 
nalist and not a speech-maker and that she did not 
know just what to talk about at such a gathering 
of church people. 


"Oh, just tell them they talk too much," said Mrs. 


Kellogg, who is a quiet, retiring sort of matron and 
•who, for several years, has made a most diplomatic 
president of the organization. 


The day arrived and Miss Miller rose to make her 


address. In her first words she let out the secret. She 
told of her quandary regarding the subject of her 
speech and of Mrs. Kellogg telling her to inform the 
ladies that they talked too much. The president 
blushed crimson at the remark and while the whole 
thing Tea* taken in pood nart it could f>a«*ilv bp p°en 
that the situation was a tense one and that ii. real- 
ity no rebuke had been intended and that only a lit- 
tle advice was thought to be needed. 


A bombshell o£ a similar nature was exploded by 


the Rev. Frederick W. Clampett on the occasion of 
hi« addressing the ]oint meeting of the Daughters 


of the King and the Brotherhood of St. Andrew. He 
referred to the new woman of today and hinted that 
she had deteriorated much from the retiring, wom- 
anly, home-loving woman of a score of years ago. 
He referred to the fact that women were allowed to 
hang to the straps in street cars, while the men sat 
over their newspapers and that the former polite bow 
and raising of the hat on the part of a man when 
he encountered a lady of his acquaintance had given 
place to a slight nod and a bare touching of the 
headgear. He placed the blame for the situation on 
the feminine tendencies of the age, which he char- 
acterized as all wrong. 


One of the exciting features of the convention it- 


self, which has not been mentioned, was the election 
of the last delegate to attend the triennial conven- 
tion of the church to be held in New York in Octo- 
ber 
The place was coveted by the fashionable 


Trinity Church for their rector, Dr. Clampett, bat 
the fortunate man proved to be Rev. H. H. Powell, 
D. D., of Berkeley. The reason for the non-selection 
of Dr. Clampett extends back several years and has 
resulted in a yearly battle on floor of the convention.

Madame Maeterlinck was re- 
cently in the United States, introducing her hus- 
band's "Pelleas and Melisande" in the opera form, 
clothefl in the gossamer music of Debussy.

has drifted West since her visit to this country, a 
story which showed the quickness and neatness with 
which she could give the riposte. 


According to the story, which went the rounds of 


Paris gossips before it bridged the Atlantic and

Mock Heroics In the Name of Patriotism, 


California is afflicted with patriotism by resolution—the kind 


that expends itself in vain ceremonies and empty shows. We are 
worshiping symbols instead of being loyal to principles. An ex- 
ample of making love of country and reverence for the men who 
have made it lustrous and great by law is Senator Cammetti's bill 
providing that hereafter the 24th day of January in each year be 
known as "Gold Discovery Day," in honor of the discovery of 
gold by James W. Marshall in California, at Coloma, in El Dorado 
county, in 1848. It provides for the commemoration of the event 
in all departments of the public school system of the State by ap- 
propriate exercises arranged by the principal or teachers, which 
may consist of recitals of the history and incidents preceding and 
following the date of gold discovery. 


There is no legitimate excuse for all this folderol. James W. 


Marshall was not a great man nor a specially good one. The dis- 
covery of gold at Coloma was an accident—an accident fraught 
with momentous consequences; it is true, but still an accident. 
Marshall ^as not looking for gold, and his discovery was not due 
to genius or prescience, nor to any elevating principle or moral 
quality. It was his fortune,to_find some nuggets in a millrace he 
was building for another man. 


Nor was the discovery of gold at that particular time an 


event of such moment as to Jbe worth commemorating. The pres- 
ence of the vast auriferous deposits of the precious metal / could 
not have remained long unknown to the keen-eyed pioneers who 
treked in here after the cession of! California to the United 
States. Marshall's discovery fired the imagination of th'e world 
and focused the eyes of mankind on California, but it was not a 
heroic feat, and no one can say .with certainty that it materially 
altered the course of human events. It. was inevitable that the 
gold lying in the mountain stream beds would have been discov- 
ered before long, and the same results would have flowed from 
the discovery that flowed from Marshall's find in Captain Sut- 
ler's millrace. 


Our children loved the flag as well before the law required it 


to float over schoolhouses as "they do now, and the American peo- 
ple were quite as patriotic when patriotism was-simpler and more 
modest in its expression as they are at the present day. When 
we memorialize any event or" man let us be sure that the event or 
the man is worthy of memorializing. Mag waving does not create 
patriotism, nor is greatness conferred by "act offthe Legislature. 
The effervescence of demagogy is not to be confounded with love 
o£ country. There is infinitely more reason why the school chil-. 
dren should celebrate the signing of the treaty which gave Cali- 
fornia to the United States than that they should celebrate the ac- 
cidental discovery of gold.

AT LAST 


—LONDON PUNCH. 


Turkey P/ays /fi Last Card. 


In recalling its plenipotentiary at the London peace convention, 


the Sublime Porte at Constantinople has played its last card in 
the diplomatic game of bluff and procrastination in which it has 
been engaged with the representatives ot the allied Balkan states 
for several weeks past. It has played the game with such marked 
success in all its numerous troubles with its neighbors during the 
past half century that it expected to win out once more in the 
most trying situation it has ever been placed since the flag of 
Mahomet was carried by its victorious hosts into the heart of 
Europe several centuries ago. But in all its past experiences it 
has always managed to divide the European powers by arousing 
rival mistrust, jealousy and opposing interests. It nearly suc- 
ceeded this time in creating dissension among the great powers 
and plunging the whole of Europe into a general war, infinitely 
more disastrous arid appalling than the Napoleonic'wars of a cen- 
tury ago. The mobilization of the armies of Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Roumania and Russia on their respective frontiers looked 
ominous for a time a few weeks ago. But wiser councils have 
prevailed in the European chancellories and the danger of a gen- 
eral war seems to have been averted. Apparently, at least, the 
great powers of Europe are working harmoniously for peace, but 
a peace founded on a basis which means to Turkey the loss of all 
the territory which the allied Balkan states have won by force of 
arms. To the victors belong the spoils of war is the unanimous 
verdict of Europe. 


The only point which Turkey seems to have won as the result 


of the London convention is to get an expression from Germany 
that it will not consent to any invasion of Turkish territory in 
Asia Minor on the ground that it has vital interests to protect in 
that Barter. The German Chancellor's public announcement of 
that policy was evidently made as a warning to Greece to confine 
its activities to the islands of the Aegean sea and Turkish terri- 
tory in Europe and refrain from an invasion of Asia Minor, which 
it at one time contemplated doing. 


While the recall of the Turkish plenipotentiary from London 


is, on the face of it, an apparent decision to renew the war, its 
purpose is thoroughly understood to be merely a final move to 
force, if possible, intervention in favor of peace; but the govern- 
ment knows its case is hopeless. The country is racked with in- 
ternal dissension and verging on a revolution; its resources ex- 
hausted; a deadly plague inlests tne^ capital; mutiny threatens 
its army; famine rages in the besieged fortresses of Scutari, Ja- 
nina and Adrianople, and a renewal of hostilities invites the ex- 
tinction of Ottoman authority on European soil. Under these 
circumstances there is scarcely room for doubt but what the Sub- 
lime Porte will, at the last moment of the period of grace given 
it by the allies, yield everything they demand. 


Senator Caminetti has proved himself the Poltergrist of the 


Legislature.

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Three 1200-ton ferry steamers of the Southern Pacific's inner harbor service, making forty trips a day, are 


required to carry the large number of vehicles and passengers between the foot of Broadway and San Fran- 
cisco. Every half hour between 6:15 a. m. and 8:45 p. m. the ferry boats steam back and forth across the bay, 
carrying a seemingly endless string of vehicles of every size and description. It is estimated that over 1000 
vehicles carrying produce and freight cross on these boats daily, while the number of automobiles is close to 
the 500 mark. On Sundays and holidays the number of automobiles crossing on the ferry almost reaches 1000. 


Traffic over the ferry is heaviest in the morning and evening hours, when vehicles of the various commer- 


cial houses in San Francisco and Oakland bear their varied burdens of freight. A conservative estimate of the 
amount of freight handled through this source daily is about 1500 tons, or 45,000 tons per month 


The automobile traffic has increased over 100 per cent in the last twelve months. The reason' is that all of 


the machines which formerly went by way of Oakland mole have been diverted to the inner harbor route This 
diversion was caused by the rule making it impossible for more than a limited number of automobiles to cross 
on the passenger ferry boats. The inner harbor service also accommodates a large number of passengers the 
number of persons using this as a means of crossing the bay being estimated at about 3500 a day

Th&rpe Incident Given Far Too Much Im- 


portance by James E. Sullivan

So Mr. James E. Sullivan, secretary of the Am- 


ateur Athletic Union, wants to strip Mr. James 
Thorpe of his laurels won at the last Olympic 
games, does he? James, you know, happened to 
be the best all around athlete that the whole coun- 
try produced. He showed his heels to all of them. 
His feats startled the whole world and everyone 
waa loud in his praise of the real American win- 
ner. But he's to lose all. His valuable trophies— 
valuable more from an honor standpoint than a 
monetary one—are to be taken from him and re- 
turned to the Swedish Olympic committee. They'll 
be returned if James E. SulUvan has his way— 
and if the Stockholm committee will accept them. 


And all because it has been discovered that Mr. 


Thorpe sometime ago accepted a few paltry dollars for his ser- 
vices while playing with a little baseball team—an obscure organ- 
ization.

WASHINGTON, Feb. I.—The Unit- 


fed States Treasury today revolution- 
ized its business system and placed 
the ordinary fiscal transactions of the 
federal government on a modern basis. 
tTlie change. It Is declared, will pre- 
vent in large measure the temporary 
tying up in the vaults of the sub- 
treasuries of a large amount of money 
available for circulation without in- 
creasing the deposits of the govern- 
ment in the manks. 
Beginning today, the daily govern- 
ment receipts from customs, internal 
revenue and other sources -will be 
p'aced with the national bank deposi- 
taries to the credit of the treasurer of 
the United States 
All checks of gov- 
einment disbursing officers will be 
drawn on the tieasurer and will be 
pajable at any sub-treasurj or na- 
tional bank depositary in any part of 
tho country 
A national depositary 


pa>!ng ono of these checks may im- 
rrediately reimburse its specified gov- 
ernment account from dailj receipts 
of customs or internal revenue depos- 
ited \\ith it and forward to the nearest 
tub-treasury only the remainder of 
tho receipts 
This extends the clear- 


ing-house principle to the government 
business system 


In the past all receipts in the shape 
of cheks for customs dues or internal 
revenue taxes have been forwarded to 
the sub-treasuries for conversion into 
actual cash. This process, which it is 
said, drew money into the treasury un- 
necessarily for a limited time at least, 
•uill now be avoided 
Also, It Is de- 
rlared, the change will obviate the 
pavment by pensioners and others of 
exchange on government checks

material Improvement.

lem," he said. 
"I have known the materials of 


wealth to bo heaped up .around a 
farm house which contained a sad 
and disappointed wife and from which 
the sons had fled without even a 
grammar school education," said Pro- 
fessor' McKeever. 
"Tho Idea of tho 
dignity of labor must bo fostered but 
the material wealth of the Individual 
is not the alni."
